British Novelist Envisions A World 
Of Pure Democracy 

A new world of pure democracy in 
‘which all public questions would be

Time: 12 to 15 minutes. |: 

1 cup shortening; 1 cup brown 
sugar; 4% cup milk; 2 cups Ogilvie

The Irish Protestant families that 
pioneered in the backwoods of Up- 
per Canada in the thirties were 
driven out of Ireland by forces as 
cruel and inexorable as were the 
troopers of bloody Cromwell.

Test Shows Serene Cook Can Make 
Good Biscuits 

The United States Bureau of 
Home Economics has dished out the 
startling theory that strong-arm tac- 
tics make tough biscuits. This means | 
the cook can't manhandle the dough 
and expect a batch of tender bread 
for dinner. 

The ladies of the bureau won't be 
quoted, but they don’t deny they may 
hit on the answer to one of history's 
kitchen mysteries—why the same 
cook never makes the same kind of 
biscuits twice. 

If getting a strangle hold on the 
dough affects the biscuits-to-be, It 
doesn’t take a government agency to 
point out the housewife's temper 
controls. the whole’ business. 

One who sweeps serenely into the 
kitchen at peace with the world— 
say, over the prospects of a new 
spring bonnet—naturally is going to| 
be gentle with her dough. By the 
same logic, the woman who storms 
up to the stove in a peeve is apt to! 
loose her wrath on the defenseless 
mass of flour. 

The bureau conducted tests all 
over the place—but not with happy 
and angry cooks. Dough which re- 
ceived 15-to 18 gentle strokes gave 
tall, light, flaky tender biscuits. 
Dough which received more than 18 
strokes turned out  close-grained, 
tough flat affairs. 

The chemical explanation is that 
getting rough with the dough causes 
it to lose its elasticity. When it’s 
time for the biscuit to rise, it stages 
a sit-down strike. 

A Mysterious Dagger 
Found In England And Is Supposed 
To Be 40 Centuries Old 

A curious bronze dagger with a

The World of Wheat; 


By H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director, “Crop Testing Plan” 


The fondest hopes of thousands 
of Western farming families were 
ruthlessly destroyed in 1916 by the 
grim killer—black stem rust. 

“We must help these suffering 
people,” exclaimed Dr. Buller, head 
of the Botany Department, Univer- 
sity of Manitoba. He jumped on a 
train and proceeded fo the rust in- 
fected State of Minnesota to find out 
what the scientists there were doing 
to combat the enemy. 

Dr. Buller’s recommendations for 
Canada’s action were submitted to 
Ottawa. Dr. Grisdale, Deputy Min- 
ister of Agriculture, and Dr. Gus- 
sow, Dominion Botanist, were joint- 
ly responsible, for the quick alloca- 
tion of *5000 for rust investigational 
work. 

Research laboratories were soon 
established at Indian Head and at 
Brandon, then later at the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan—all under the 
direction of Professor Fraser. 

The same destruction of Western 
crops by rust, however, occurred 
again in 1923. 

“Much more must be done by the 
Government to save these crops and 
homes,” urged the Dominion Min- 
ister of Agriculture, Dr. Motherwell. 
Backed up by Dr. Tory of the Re- 
search Council, Mr. Motherwell, in 
1924, obtained from Parliament the 
sum of 50,000. 

With this fund, in 1925, the pres- 
ent Rust Research Laboratory at 
Winnipeg was built, directed by Dr. 
Bailey until 1928, and since then by 
the able scientist, Dr. Craigie. 

Following factors have tended to 
raise prices—Grasshoppers spread- 
ing in Australia and most sections 
need rain; Chili prohibits wheat ex- 
ports; Holland reduces its import 
duties on wheat and corn; French 
Morocco temporarily bans barley 
exports; China removes’ import 
duties on rice; Spain again an active 
wheat buyer; price of gold unlikely 
to be reduced in Great Britain or 
the United States. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower prices—-Seeding under way in 
Western Canada; U.S. wheat offered 
freely for August shipment; Euro- 
pean political situation improves; 
seeding begins in Argentina; large 
citrus fruit exports from Palestine; 
navigation re-opens on the Great 
Lakes; corn planting starts in the 
United States,

Graph Of Old Tree Sent To Saska-

An elm tree believed to be 200 
years old or older, was cut on Was- 
cana Creek, 12 miles from Regina. 
It may tell a story’of alternating 
periods of drought and moisture -on 
which forecasts of Saskatchewan’s 
future weather conditions may be 
based. Measured with microscopic 
accuracy, a graph of the width of 
the rings has been sent for study 
to the University of Saskatchewan.
